S.O. 355.—In exercise of the powers conferred by rule 125 of the Defence of 
India Rules, 1962, the Central Government hereW makes the following Order 
further to amend the Scarce Industrial Materials (Control) Order, 1965, namely; — 

1. Short title, —This Order may he called the Scarce Industrial Materials 
(Control) Amendment Order. 1966. 

2. In the Scarce Industrial Materials (Control) Order, 1965, for the Schedule, 
the following Schedule shall be substituted, namely: — 

Schedule 

1. Copper. —Unwrought in the form of ingots, blooms, slabs, cakes, tiles, 

bricks, blocks, billets, cathodes, blister bars, electrolytic wire bar.s 
and ingot bars. 

2. Lead. —Lead ingot and pig. 

3. Tin.—Tin block, 

4. Zinc. —Zinc spelter, unwrought including zinc in the form of ingote, 

cakes, tiles, bricks, slabs, plates and granulations, or such f'ther un¬ 
wrought forms; also Mazak and other zinc Die Ca.sting a'loys.
